LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP).—Loss of 
a big Canadian freighter by tor- 
pedoing was eported today as the 
Admiralty announced that 14 Allied 
and neutral ships totaling 42,615 
tons were sunk by enemy action 
during the week ended at midnight 
Sunday. 

The Admiralty informed officials 
of the Canadian Pacific Steamship 
Co. that its 9874-ton Beaverburn of 
London registry, had been sunk, 
but gave no details. 

The British Press Association 
said the ship, built in 1928 and 
used in fast freight service between 
Canada and the United Kingdom, 
was understood to have been tor- 
pedoed off the southern coast of 
Ireland. 

Another merchant ship was re- 
ported to have rescued 76 of the 
crew of 77. Indications were the 
sinking occurred yesterday. 

Week's Losses at Sea. 

The Admiralty’s announcement 
said eight British ships totaling 
25,069 tons, and six neutral vessels 
of 17,546 tons were sunk last week. 
It was “neither a particularly good 
nor a particularly bad week,” the 
statement said. 

The Admiralty said Britain had 
made an average weekly gain of 
20,000 tons of merchant shipping by 
new construction, capture of Ger- 
man ships and purchase of foreign 
craft since the start of the war. 

Meanwhile, a British naval souce 
said lack of detailed information 
about actual losses was due to un- 
willingness to “give Germany every 
bit of information on a plate.” 

The Germans reported nine ships 
were sunk by its air raiders last 
Monday, nine more on Tuesday, 
and nine merchantmen, four Brit- 
ish patrol boats and a minesweep- 
er in Saturday’s raids alone.

The wreck of the British mine- 
sweeper Sphinx was found upside 
down on a beach on the northeast 
coast today. Twelve miles to the 
north the bodies of two naval men 
were recovered. 

The Sphinx, damaged in Satur- 
day’s raids, capsized yesterday as 
it was being towed into port, Fifty- 
four lives were reported lost. 

Food Suppty Problem. 

The sinking of the Beaverburn 
pointed up the opinion of military 
experts that exhaustion of food 
supplies eventually will determine 
the victor in the war. Military 
power of the belligerents is ap- 
proaching equality, these experts 
said, lessening Germany’s chances 
for a successful blitzkrieg. 

Naval observers saw in Ger- 
many’s aerial attacks on shipping 
a renewed effort to blockade Brit- 
asin’s imports of food and materials, 
and looked for greater submarine 
activity.

In Spain, Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s Fascist and Nazi aviators 
bombed cities and towns with much 
greater intensity and far heavier 
death tolls than their Red imita- 
tors have yet recorded against the 
Finns. In Poland, too, Nazi air 
raids registered new heights for 
concentrated horror. But in Fin- 
land something is going on that 
tre demons of aerial warfare have 
never experimented with before. 

This is the Russian raiders’ syn- 
chronized and wholesale warfare 
on every section of a country and 
on civilians everywhere. To an un- 
precedented degree the terror and 
nerve strain of indiscriminate bom. 
bardment from the air is being ap- 
plied with diabolical methodical- 
ness to an overwhelming majority 
of the nation’s men, women and 
children. 

Whether in Central Finland, or 
along the Western coast, or in the 
heart of Lapland at a frontier 
junction like Ivalo, there is no es- 
cape. The Red bombers are in the 
initial stages of a systematic at- 
tack on an entire people. 


Attempt to Shatter Morale, 


The possible influence of this on 
the final outcome of the war is 
completely incalculable. Obviously, 
the Kremlin is trying to shatter 
the morale of the Finnish people— 
to destroy their will to resist. The 
increased tempo of aerial] frightful- 
ness during the last week clearly 
foreshadows a steady heightening 
of bombing pressure on every cor- 
ner of the land. No other people 
has yet been required to endure 
this kind of totalitarian torture. 


Spain was the first air-murder 
laboratory. But Spanish territory 
was too large, and Italian and.Ger- 
man bombers were relatively too 
few to permit simultaneous bomb- 
ings of all parts of republican 
Spain. As a result, Gen. Franco’s 
Nazi-Fascist allies concentrated 
their aerial attacks, in turn, on Cen- 
tral Spain, then on the Basque 
coast, and finally, on the Mediter- 
ranean coast and on Catalonia. 
Whole cities—like Tortosa, south of 
Barcelona, which once had a popu- 
lation of 39,000—were virtually 
razed. Hundreds of persons were 
killed in a single day’s air raid in 
Barcelona. 


As yet Bolshevist bombers in 
Finland have *nowhere approxi- 
mated this peak of Nazi-Fascist de- 
struction. But the Russians are 
operating on a scale which brings 
the aerial horror home to Finns 
everywhefe. They strike 10 or 12 
important population centers in 
southern, central, western and 
northern Finland, in a single day. 
When the weather is clear, they 
can keep the majority of the civil- 
ian population of an entire nation 
in cellars and air-raid shelters for 
several hours of daylight, day after 
day. Even small towns and ham- 
lets are not immune. With their 
great sense of organization and dis- 
cipline, Finns everywhere obey the 
air-raid warnings whether the raid- 
ers appear or not. 

Finns’ Need of Planes. 

Thus, the Russians are putting 
severe psychological pressure on all 
Finnish citizens and the country’s 
entire rear guarnd—a pressure which 
can be relieved only if Finland gets 
hundreds of fighting planes very

pensable weapon for civilian self- 
defense, what effect will a so 
stantly increasing rhythm of So- 
viet aie raids have on civilian 
morale? Is it possible that the 
Finns may be ultimately defeated 
behind the lines before their front 
lines have ever been broken? Will 
Moscow yet win its totalitarian war 
on civilians? 

It seems impossible to do much 
more than raise these significant 
questions. This is particularly true 
because the Finns are an excep- 
tionally stoical people—so much so 
that most of them seem to have 
been born without nerves. It is ex- 
tremely difficult for a foreigner to 
estimate just how deeply the re- 
percussions of the unrelaxed nerve 
strain may go among Finnish 
civilians to date. Certainly, in some 
of the localities which have been 
successively punished with great 
ruthlessness, the results in tension 
must be considerable—but the 
Finns bite their teeth and keep 
their heads up. 

Nevertheless, the war on cvili- 
ians has become cruel in the ex- 
treme. In this far northern win- 
ter what militarists call “the ef- 
fectiveness” of aerial bombings is 
doubled or tripled. In any number 
of towns almost every window pane 
has been blown out of houses, as is 
reported in the case of Rovaniemi. 
In that town the temperature is 
very low, and without window 
panes dwellings automatically be- 
come uninhabitable or traps for 
pneumonia. 

This is the kind of torture and 
slow death which the invention of 
the airplane has now imposed on 
Finland’s unhappy people. No- 
where within their own borders 
can they be safe against it since 
the Reds can bomb any corner of 
the land with ease and much of it 
with complete immunity. Unless 
the Finns obtain squadrons of 
fighting planes, the strain on Finn- 
ish civilian morale will become 
greater than any people has ever 
known. In such cases, one won- 
ders how long human nerves may 
endure without cracking; and yet 
the Finns’ powers of resistance re- 
main unbelievable thus far. 


Not Defeatist Attitude, 

This, ‘therefore, is not written in 
any defeatist sense whatever. Rath- 
er, it is my intention to point out 
one of the crucial intangibles and 
unpredictables of the Russian- 
Finnish war. It seems peculiarly 
important that world opinion 
should appreciate the unprecedent- 
ed severity of the test of civilian 
staying power that is being inflict- 
ed on the Finnish people. If they 
can maintain an unbroken spirit 
through the next three months, 
they will have put a new meaning 
into human grandeur. 

I cannot end this without one 
more word. I have lived with the 
Finnish people for the first two 
months of the war. During this 
time I have never heard one Finn 
utter a word of complaint. To me 
this remains almost incomprehensi- 
ble, yet it is a fact, This, I think, 
is something of which the Finns 
have a right to be eternally proud. 
It is this, too, which makes one 
wonder whether somehow or other 
they may yet do what no other

Special units of Scotland Yard 
versed in I. R. A. tactics supervised 
a watch in key postoffices for 
further bombings. Special precau- 
tions were taken in railway lug- 
gage rooms, where numerous 
bombs were planted last summer. 

Feeling reached a pitch recalling 
the atmosphere surrounding the 
hanging of three Irish Republicans 
for the killing of a police sergeant 
in Manchester in 1867. Tihe three 
became known as the “Manchester 
martyrs.” 

A postal investigation disclosed 
that the bomb which exploded in 
Birmingham was posted just after 
last night’s announcement that 
Home Secretary Sir John Anderson 
would not interfere with the exe- 
cutions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The 
Federal Housing Administration 
will consider no more applications 
for guaranteed loans for the de- 
velopment of multiple dwelling 
housing projects in St. Louis or St. 
Louis County, officials of FHA let 
it be known today. 
They gave out this word in re- 


sponse to reports from St. Louis 
that a new project had been ap- 
proved and that it had advanced 
to the stage that bids were shortly 
to be let. 

Some months ago, according to 
FHA . officials, certain St. Louis 
promoters sought to interest the 
FHA in a multiple-dwelling project, 
similar to Manhassett Village, to be 
built in the north end of St. Louis 
Ceunty. The location, in the neigh- 
borhood of Chain of Rocks Park, 
was represented as being superior 
to that of either Manhassett or 
Lucas-Hunt Village. At FHA the 
names of the St. Louisans urging 
this promotion were not disclosed, 
but it was said that H. B. Dead and 
Preston Bradshaw, promoters of 
Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt, were 
not among the group. 


“Have Had Enough Trouble.” 

The St. Louisans were told that 
FHA would not even consider an 
application for the proposed St. 
Louis County project. 

“We have had enough trouble 
from St. Louis,” Stewart McDon- 
ald, FHA Administrator, told the 
promoters. 

If any St. Louis application is 
considered in the future, there will 
be public hearings on whether new 
multiple dwellings are necessary, 
FHA officials have assured Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis. Protests reached Cochran 
yesterday from the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange. Telegrams from 
the exchange said that it was un- 
derstood in St. Louis bids were 
shortly to be received for the new 
project. 

FHA officials insist the Govern- 
ment will take no loss as a result 
of the foreclosure proceedings in- 
stituted against Manhassett by 
trustees under the mortgage. Man- 
hassett rents will be lowered s0 
that sufficient tenants will be at- 
tracted ‘to meet interest payments 
and. amortization on the $1,600,000 
loan the Government has guaran- 
teed, officials said. Rents can be 
lowered, it was pointed out, since 
they will be based on a $1,600,000 
valuation rather than the $2,000,000 
figure used by the promoter. 

Colean’s Statement Recalled. 

“We made a careful study of the 
St. Louis County area before we 
gave our approval and we conclud- 
éd that new apartments were nec- 
essary,” Miles L. Colean, Deputy 
Administrator of FHA, said at the 
time that FHA policy in guaran- 
teeing loans for multiple dwellings 
was an issue in Congress. 

“This project has encountered 
the most vindictive type of oppo- 
sition, and that has hurt. I am 
confident, however, that with a 
new rental season the apartments 
will be occupied.” 

Colean at that time placed the 
blame on St. Louis newspapers, and 
that is what FHA officials give 
now as the reason for the Man- 
hassett foreclosure. As a result 
of an amendment to the FHA Act, 
adopted following the controversy 
over Manhassett, the housing agen- 
cy has greatly curtailed its activity 
in the multiple dwelling field, The 
amendment put limitations on the 
valuation procedure to be followed 
in appraising land included in col- 
lateral for guaranteed loans. 


Real Estate Exchange’s Protest 
Reported Project. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change wired a protest yesterday 
to Federal. Housing Administrator 
MeDonald, stating it had been in- 
formed bids were being taken for

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt backed his ad- 
ministration’s record against its 
critics’ fault-finding today with fig- 


ures intended to prove that seven 
years of the New Deal had meant 
greater prosperity for America. 

He reeled off the statistics at a 
press conference yesterday at Hyde 
Park, N. Y., before endinig a week- 
end visit at his family home and 
leaving for Washington. 

From a table prepared by several 
Government agencies, he read data 
which recorded, between 1932 and 
1939, an advance of 71 per cent in 
national income—from 40 billion 
dollars to 68 billion dollars—and 
tremendous strides upward in 
such categories as wages and sal- 
aries, farm income, dividend. re- 
ceipts, non-agricultural employment 
and exports. 

At one point, he said the statis- 
tics had no implications one way or 
the other. At another, however, he 
asserted they were pretty formida- 
ble figures to take on and try to 
show the country, as he put it. 

Tired of Questions. 

As for his own political future, 
Mr. Roosevelt is going to have 
something to say about it, public- 
ly, only when he is good and ready. 

With good humor, the President 
let reporters know he was getting 
tired of their efforts to smoke him 
out on a third term, It has been 
amusing, some good wisecracks 
have been passed, but after all, he 
said, you can drive a willing horse 
to death. 

When something is said, he de- 
clared, it will be at a time of his 
choosing and not of the choosing 
of newspaper editors. 

Roosevelt arrived at the capital 
at breakfast time. 

In discussing New Deal econom- 
ics, Mr. 
income is going along at a rate of 
more than 70 billion dollars a year. 
His goal, he said, remains 80 billion 
dollars a year. 

If that level were attained, he 
said, Government expenditures for 
such things as relief would taper 
off, Government income would rise, 
and the budget would be a litle bet- 
ter than balanced. 

There are a lot of people, how- 
ever, the chief executive went on, 
who prefer to pare down expendi- 
tures at once in such a drastic way 
that there would be a repetition of 
the recession which lasted from the 
fall of 1937 to the spring of 1939. 

Figures on Business. 

Mr. Roosevelt read to reporters a 
list of figures, with a few com- 
ments interpolated, which were de- 
signed to show there were big ad- 
vances in wages and salaries, fac- 
tory pay rolls, farm income, divi- 
dend receipts, exports and nonagri- 
cultural employment between 1932 
and 1939. 

Whether it might be possible for 
income to reach the 80 billion dol- 
lar goal this year, Mr. Roosevelt did 
not say. There are too many inter- 
national coefficients in the situa- 
tion, he said, to allow him to prog- 
nosticate for 1940. 

Referring to a memorandum pre-

Bennett Cites Overcrowding— 
House Group Urges $15,- 
780,000 Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
Overcrowding in Federal peniten- 
tiaries has reached the point where 


formed today. 

Bureau of Prisons officials, ask- 
ing for expanded facilities, showed 
a House appropriations subcommit- 


tentiary, where men sleep on what 
are called “the flats” in front of 
the big cell blocks. 

Appropriation of $15,780,000 for 
the maintenance of penal and cor- 
rectional institutions in the 1941 
fiscal year was recommended by 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. The amount was $432,000 un- 
der budget estimates. 

“We are using basements for 
housing our men,” 
Bennett, director of the prisons bu- 
reau, whose testimony was made 
available to Congress today. “Most 
of our institutions have double- 
decked bunks. We are also using 
what are. really warehouses, and 
that sort of thing, for housing our 
prisoners.” 

“Deplorable” Practices. 

Bennett said the army desired 
the return of Leavenworth annex 
but had been patient and co-opera- 
tive. He indicated. the bureau 
would try to absorb the 1400 pris- 
oners now at the annex when new 
facilities were completed, but gave 
the committee no more definite in- 
formation. 

Escapes are few at the Leaven- 
worth prison farm but there have 
been instances where prisoners 
were able to leave the reservation, 
visit roadhouses and engage in 
“deplorable” practices, Bennett 
said. 

The officer personnel was inade- 
quate at the farm to give control 
and supervision needed to protect 
the public and maintain “suitable 
discipline,” he said. 

Bennett said the penitentiary at 
Lewisburg, Pa., had a normal ca- 
pacity of about 1200. “That insti- 
tution,” he added, “now has about 
1650 men in it today, and during 
the year it went up to about 1725. 
The institution has not only been 
crawded beyond its normal capaci- 
ty, but beyond a safe overload.” 

To Keep Alcatraz. 

Proposals for the abandonment 
of Alcatraz penitentiary have been 
sidetracked, apparently as a result 
of the current economy drive. 

The bureau requested $6,000,000 
for construction of a new reforma- 
tory for young offenders and for 
one other “maximum security” in- 
stitution. 

Bennett’s testimony was that Al- 
catraz could have been closed if the

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Amount Asked by Roose- 
velt for Three Bureaus, 
Federal Courts Reduced 


in Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP), — 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee cut $2,285,010 today from 
President Roosevelt’s $109,664,010 
request for expenses of the State, 
Commerce and Justice departments 
and the Federal Courts during the 
year beginning July 1. 

“Every unit of the Government 
must bear some proportion of the 
retrenchments,” said the committee 
in submitting the revised figures. 

The reduction brought to $196,- 
300,000 the amount slashed m 
presidential estimates in six appro- 
priation measures now before Con- 
gress. 

On the other side of the Capitol 
the Senate Commerce Committee 
voted unanimously to reconsider its 
approval last year of a bill authoriz- 
ing $407,855,600 in rivers and har- 
bors and flood-control projects. 

Chairman Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, predicted that the Senate 
group would eliminate many pro}- 
ects from the measure which was 
approved by the House in May of 
last year, carrying a total of only 
$83,848,100, 

“We will revise the whole thing 
in the light of the manifesto of the 
President and the general disposi- 
tion in Congress towards reduction 
of governmental expenditures,” 
Bailey said. 

The $107,379,000 bill for the three 
departments and the courts, report- 
ed to the House for . immediate 
consideration, contained funds for 
such activities as counterespionate, 
anti-trust investigations and the 
1940 census. The total was $3,442,- 
859 below appropriations for the 
current year. 

In one slash, the committee re- 
fused to allow more than $175,000 
for operating the reciprocal trade 
system on the ground that Con- 


gress had not yet authorized con-

The committee said it would have 
been disposed to increase the anti- 
trust appropriation further had it 
ndt been for the present state of 
the budget.

A total of $9,910,000 was allowed 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, representing a cut of $22,000. 
Of the total approved, $2,488,000 
was for emergency counter-espion- 
age, counter-sabotage and enforce- 
ment of the Neutrality Act. 

With this latter amount and $1,- 
475,000 provided for emergency de- 
fense, the bureau plans to employ 
an additional 514 persons, includ- 
ing 260 new agents. The amount 
disallowed affects the -bureau’s au- 
tomobile purchase program only 
and will result among other things 
in acquisition of one less armored 
car

We are 
probably the only alleged war cor- 
respondents of this century who 
have had to try to report two 
months of fierce and fluctuating 
bostilities without getting within 
hearing distance of gunfire more 
than two or three times at the 


Elements in Situation. 


Limited transport equipment and 
the imperative necessity of con- 
serving gasoline is one factor. The 
remoteness and comparative inac- 
cessibility of several major war 
sones is another. After these come 
the responsibilities of the press and 
the policies of the Finnish high 
cmmand—with the latter, of 
course, exercising the final deci- 
gion and control. 

Ever since the outbreak of the 
war, authorities in Helsinki have 
struggled with the problem of what 
to do with the correspondents and 
how to collaborate with them. Some 
of these officers have had experi- 
ence with the press and others have 
not. Some have tried to help the 
newspaper men to get the news. 
Some have had little capacity for 
organization and very hazy ideas 
about what needed to be done. 

In regard to the international 
press, it must be stated that the 


Finland represent an extraordinary 
hodge-podge. There are experi- 
enced political writers, feature writ- 
ers of every conceivable stripe, vet- 
efan reporters, youngsters just out 
of school, sob sisters, one Stock- 
blm dramatic critic and one 
sweet young thing sent to Helsinki 


Great Deal of Writing. 


With such a heterogeneous assort- 
ment, it was inevitable that a great 
deal of writing should be done about 
the Russian-Finnish war. Natur- 
ally, this fact has added greatly to 
the troubles of Finnish press offi- 
cers, who were already under re- 
sricuons—often extremely rigid— 
from the Finnish general staff. 

Finally, there is the Finnish high 
ommand itself, which has shown 
“self reluctant to regard the press 


ing and keeping world opinion in- 
‘rested in Finland’s fight for free- 


ported to be an autocrat of the old 
school. Thus, most of Finland’s 
remarkably capable army officers 
have had very little contact with 
the democratic traditions. Many of 
them would appear to have a pro- 
nounced suspicion of the press. 
Also absolute secrecy is the foun- 
dation stone of the Mannerheim 
strategy. 


Toughest Reporting Job. 


Despite the inadequacies of many 
journalists who have been sent to 
Finland, there are also many who 
have had wide experience: These 
men agree that they have rarely 
encountered greater obstacles to 
the procuring of information which 
would be released by French, Ger- 
man or British army authorities as 
a matter of course. Some corre- 
spondents who have several wars 
behind them say that the Finnish 
war frem a journalistic standpoint 
is the toughest they have ever en- 
countered. It is not only impossible 
for them to function as real war 
correspondents, but they have no 
opportunity to build up a confident 
working relationship with Finnish 
high command—or even to meet 
the men who make up the general 
staff.

brained to suggest that the purpose for which the 
United States has been buying all the world’s newly 
produced gold, and much of its old hoard as well, 
is merely to accumulate a golden gift to be donated to 


scrapping. 

To get the proper perspective, it is necessary to go 
back to the cause of this influx-of gold, In 1933, 
while Secretary Hull was at the International Eco- 
nomic Conference in London, trying to establish a. 
basis for the revival of international trade, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt became enamored of the rubber-dollar 
theory of the late Prof. George F. Warren of Cornell. 
Prof, Warren convinced the President that all he 
needed to do to bring about the rise he desired in 
farm prices and the prices of other basic commodi- 
ties was to raise the price of gold. ? 

So the price of gold was upped 69 per cent, from 
$20.63 an ounce to $35 an ounce. But commodity 
prices failed to respond, except moderately and tem- 
porarily. The value of the dollar was so firmly 
established in the popular mind that its theoretically 
increased value in terms of gold failed to make an 
impression. A retreat to the old price was indi- 
cated, in the opinion of almost all economists, but 
there were political obstacles. 

The gold-producing states were enjoying a boom 
because of the radical increase in the price of one 
of their principal commodities. More important still, 
our export industries, including agriculture, were en- 
joying the stimulation they were receiving as a re- 
sult of the great flow of gold to this country. The 
administration, nursing along the fragile flower of 
recovery, was afraid to go back to the old price. . 

Just now, there is an additional powerful reason 
why this administration does not want to take action 
to stop the influx of gold. President Roosevelt is 
committed to helping the socalled democratic na- 
tions by “methods short of war.” The British Em- 
pire produces approximately $700,000,000 worth of 
new gold a year, figuring the value at the United 
States’ bid price of $35 an ounce. To go back to 
the old price would deprive Great Britain of some 
$300,000,000 annually at a time when it is in dire need 
of dollar exchange with which to buy from us war 
planes and military supplies. 

The gold-producing states would also raise a 
howl. But this could be overcome by leaving the 
price of domestic gold at $35 while placing an im- 
port duty of $14.33 on foreign gold. Thus our gold 
production, which has. undergone a 60 per cent in- 
crease since the Government advanced the price, 
would still have its bounty. 

But because a duty on gold imports would hurt 
our export industries and run counter to the ad- 
ministration’s desire to aid the Allies, it almost cer- 
tainly will not be invoked. 

Yet our great store of gold—it has risen from 
about four billion dollars to nearly 18 bilifon dollars 
since the new price was established—is a great em- 
barrassment. We are getting so much that there is 
the danger that it may never again become the stand- 
ard of international value and we may be caught 
holding the bag. Not that gold will be valueless, 
but that it may be worth far less than it was even 
before we raised the price. 

In one sense, it is already worse than worthless. 
The influx of gold has raised the excess reserves 
of member banks of the Federal] Reserve System to 
the point where they represent a potential threat of 
inflation, or at least may some day require the Gov- 
ernment to use authoritarian price controls to pre- 
vent it. 

Ideally, the solution would be for the United 
States to reduce its tariffs and allow more foreign 
goods to come to this country, paying for them in 
‘gold. In this way, the gold would again become 
distributed about the world, affording a basis for the 
stabilization of international exchange. Actually, 
this is no solution at all, because American manu- 
facturers and American labor will hardly allow 
such tariff reductions to take place. 

But our statesmen, bankers and economists usu-. 
ally end their discussions of the subject by express- 
ing the vague hope that eventually the United States 
will re-enter international trade on a large enough 
scale to allow the gold again to become dispersed— 
which is a convenient if not convincing way of drop- 
ping a subject laden with somewhat more than its 
share of dynamite.

Brooke learned that for four years the 
Rajah Muda had been trying to quell a re- 
bellion among the Dyak population. Brooke 
obtained permission to make an expedition 
into the interior on the promise that he 
would not enter the hostile area. On his 
return, Hassim presented him with an orang- 
utan, and his last words were: “Tuan 
Brooke, do not forget me!” 

Brooke was not unmindful of the Rajah’s 
plea. After several months cruising in the 
archipelago, he returned to Kuching. .The 
rebels were encamped 30 miles from the cap- 
ital. Hassim appealed to Brooke for help, 
offering him the Province, its government 


and revenues, if he would stay. Brooke would. 


not accept the offer of a frightened Prince, 
but he agreed to give his aid; if he were 
successful, they could talk again, he said.

Reactionary Leader Kiyose 
Calls Opening of Yangtze 
River ‘Obsequious Dip- 
lomacy.’ 


TOKYO, Feb. 6 (AP).—Japan’s 
decision to reopen the lower 
Yangtze River in China to third- 
power traffic was attacked bitterly 
in the Japanese Parliament tonight 


as “obsequious diplomacy” aimed | 


at courting the favor of the United 


States. 
Ichiro Kiyose, a leader of reac- 


tionary elements, in a fiery speech 


said that the Government had an- 


nounced the Yangtze step as an 
effort to improve the attitude of 
the United States toward Japan 
and that the move had failed. 

Kiyose advocated outright aban- 
donment of the nine-Power treaty 
of 1922. which pledged its signa- 
tories to respect the territorial in- 
tegrity of China. 

Of the Yangtze decision, an 
nounced several weeks ago, Kiyose 
said: 

“It is really absurd to suppose 
that Japanese-American relations 
can be improved through such ob- 
sequious diplomacy. . . . Is it not 
more appropriate to leave this mat- 
ter in the hands of the new Cen- 
tral Government of China so that 
it can open the Yangtze to those 
Powers which will extend assist- 
ance?” 

Kiyose said he believed that ad- 
justment of relations with the 
United States could be facilitated 
by forthright action. 

Attacks on the Government’s 
press and political policy was made 
in both houses of the Parliament 
today. Demands were made~that 
the Government publish its terms 
for peace in China. 

The attack in the House of Peers 
drew from Premier Admiral Mitsu- 
masa Yonai an expression of agree- 
ment with critics of press control, 
and he said relaxation would be 
attempted. 

Speaking in the upper House, 
Shigeo Sugasawa declared that co- 
operation of the Government and 
the people never would be complete 
while newspapers were deprived of 
freedom. 

“Unnecessary oppression of the 
press merely engenders suspicion 
in the popular mind,” he said. “The 
Government must acquaint the 
people with developments and per- 
mit them to have their own opin- 
ions. 

“Until such a condition prevails, 
spiritual mobilization cannot be 
fulfilled.”

000 CHINESE 
KILLED IN BATTLE, 
JAPANESE REPORI 


Mikado’s Forces Say They 
Cut Off Flight of 50,000 
Men — Bitter Fight, in 
Ninth Day. 


HONGKONG, Feb. 6 (AP).—The 
Japanese invasion of China round- 
ed out its thirty-first month today 


with the rival armies in the South- 
ern Province of Kwangsi locked in 
a bitter battle which both sides in- 
dicated was one of the greatest 
of the war. 

The Japanese’ said that in the 
now nine-day-old battle they had 
cut off the westward flight of 50,- 
000 Chinese and killed 8000 and cap- 
tured 1000 Chinese regulars in the 
vicinity of Wingshun. This town, 
50 miles east of the provincial cap- 
ital, Nanning, is one which the Chi- 
nese said yesterday they had re- 
taken from the Japanese. 

Booty seized from the Chinese in 
the Wingshun neighborhood, the 
Japanese said, included 17 tanks, 
150 heavy machine guns, 1018 light 
machine guns, 12 trench mortars 
and 700 rifles. The Japanese re- 
ported using the captured tanks to 
chase Chinese forces. 

The westward flight of 50,000 Chi- 
nese was cut off, the Japanese re- 
ported, by a flanking movement in 
which the Japanese right wing 
reached the key town of Shanglin, 
55 miles north of Nanning and 20 
miles northwest of Pinyang. 

Chinese dispatches, however, said 
the defenders still held Pinyang 
and controlled the road for 25 miles 
southward. They said they had 
hurled back with substantial losses 
successive waves of Japanese who 
tried to recapture Wingshun., 

Guerrillas back of the Japanese 
lines are accounting for great num- 
bers of Japanese dead and wound- 
ed, said the Chinese Central News 
Agency. 

Chinese reports said 70,000 Jap- 
anese soldiers were engaged in 
Kwangsi, including two brigades of 
Imperial Guards. 

The Japanese started their cam- 
paign in Kwangsi last November 
in an effort to smash Chinese trans- 
portation links with French Indo- 
China and British Burma.

way. And it would seem quite cer- 
tain that Germany would not allow 
this. 

Germany would probably occupy 
Sweden, to defend her supplies 
there, especially iron, and the prob- 
ability is that Sweden would let 
her do so. For the Swedes could 
hardly get effective aid from any- 
one else, and might prefer Ger- 
mans, even Nazis, to Russians. At 
any rate, no power or combination 
of Powers could stop Germany from 
sending a force to Scandinavia. 

It would therefore seem that 
whatever the outcome of the Fin- 
nish war, Stalin will eventually be 
the loser in it, as he was the loser 
in the Polish war! He will eventu- 
ally be cheated by Hitler and Mus- 
solini, and even against Hitler he 
cannot win a single real friend in 
the Baltic or the Balkans. In war- 
times ideological considerations are 
likely to give way before historical 
éxperiences. The aim of the Baltic 
peoples for centuries has been to 
keep Russia out. Notable in the 
last Hitler speech—particularly 
when one heard it, rather than 
when one read it—was the cavalier, 
almost contemptuous way in which 
he slid over his relations with 
Russia. 


The evacuation of certain Ger- 
mans from the Baltic countries and 
their settlement in the new German 
Poland might look at first sight as 
a victory in the Baltic for Stalin, 
On second consideration it does not. 
It is probable that what Hitler is 
building up in German Poland are 
new settlements and corps of le- 
gionaires, who, unless the war is 
decisively won by the Allies, will 
certainly be outposts for conquests 
in the East.

But the Communists who 
are now concentrating their entire 
energies upon spreading defeatism 
and division in the Western coun- 
tries are extremely useful to Hitler, 
It is quite possible, as was reported 
last week, that he has allowed the 
Comintern to set up a broadcasting

Indian Leader. Foresees No 
Prospect of Settlement Unless 
Independence Is Granted.

NEW DELHI, India, Feb. 6 (AP). 
—Mohandas K. Gandhi asserted to- 
day he foresaw “no prospect what- 
soever of a peaceful an honorable 
settlement” with Britain unless the 
British accept Indian self-govern- 
ment demands. 

After an important parley yes- 
terday with the British Viceroy, 
Lord Linlithgow, the Indian Na- 


tionalist leader said in a “sunrise 
soliloquy” he wanted an honorable 
settlement “without even a non- 
violent fight,” referring to his pre- 
viously potent weapon of civil dis- 
obedience in achieving Nationalist 
aims. 

“A wide gulf,” however, separates 
India and Britain over Indiah in- 
dependence, Gandhi said, terming 
his talks with the Viceroy a failure. 

Lord Linlithgow conferred today 
with India’s Moslem leadir, Mo- 
hammed Ali Jinnah, in a further 
effort to find a workable solution 
of India’s problems, 

A communique said Jinnah em- 
phasized the importamce attached 
by the Moslems and other minori-| 
ties to safeguarding their position 
in any settlement and was assured 
the British Government would 
watch over their legitimate inter- 
ests. 

Meanwhile, 40 trade associations, 
the Bombay Stock Exchange and 
the city’s markets shut diwn in 
protest against an excess profits 
tax bill which was introduced in 
the central legislative assembly. It 
would impose a 50 per cent tax on 
all profits above the normal peace- 
time level. 

Gandhi réceived newspaper men 
at dawn to plead the cause of 
“the dumb, unrepresented millions” 
of India.

TESTIFIES AGANST 
LABOR ABT CHANGE 


Philip Murray Tells Senate 
Committee He Also Pre- 
sents Viewpoint of John 
L. Lewis. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP). — 
Philip Murray, chairman of the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee (CIO), charged today that pro- 
posed amendments to the Wagner 
Act “are motivated by a desire on 
the part of certain interests to re- 
duce workers to their former status 
of weakness in pre-Wagner Act 
days.” 

Testifying before the Senate La- 
bor Committee, Murray said he 
presented the viewpoint: of John 
L. Lewis, CIO president, as well as 
his own. Lewis, who had been in- 
vited to testify, was described by 
Murray as “unavoidably absent.” 

The CIO’s preference, Murray de- 
clared, is that no amendments be 
made to the act. However, if any 
are made, he said, they should 
strengthen penalties for employer 
violations. 

Murray complained sharply of 
recent “revolutionary” changes in 
Labor Board procedure which he 
said were “to the detriment of 
industrial unions.” 

He raised the question whether 
the changes did not result from 
“pressures that have been exer- 
cised” and “attacks that have been 
made on the board,” making it 
“susceptible to influences’ that 
would emasculate the Labor Act.” 


Asserts Labor Act Is Fair. 


The Labor Act, Murray said, “is 
fair because it evens up bargain- 
ing power between workers and 
their employers.” 

“The proposed amendments to 
the act are unfair,” he continued. 
“They are unfair because they pro- 
pose to turn the balance of power 
back to employers so they can 
force the workers back to their 
former status of weakness.” 

The Senate Committee became 
the. third Congressional group 
studying the Wagner Act and its 
administration. The House Labor 
Committee and the special Smith 
Committee are the other two. 

Chairman J. Warren Madden of 
the Labor Board told the Smith 
committee today that the board 
had ordered only one collective 
bargaining election at the request 
of an employer since it granted 
employers the right to ask for such 
balloting, about six months ago. 

In response to questions by 
Chairman Smith (Dem.), Virginia, 
Madden recalled that the board 
formerly had denied employers the 
right to petition for an election to 
determine with which of two dis- 
puting unions they should bargain. 


Issue of Right to Job. 

Smith questioned him also as to 
the board’s decision that an em- 
ployer who refuses to hire a work- 
er because of his union activity 
may be required. to employ him 
and give him back pay. 

The committee chairman asked 
whether, if a worker was refused 
employment because he was not a 
union member, he should not re- 
ceive similar treatment. Madden 
said that he should unless the 
plant involved was covered by a 
closed shop contract. 

While the Senate committee re- 
opened its hearings, Senator Burke 
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(Dem.), Nebraska, told reporters:

ASE 0-150: Jerome T., aged 25, is copy writer in an adver 
tising agency. “I’m anxious to have you look at some of our

You will observe, however, 
that Jerome illustrates a common 
misuse of the word “anxious.” He 
really meant to say that he was 
“eager” or “desirous” of having me 
pass judgment on his ads. 

While I do not wish to appear 
petty about this matter of a good 
vocabulary, I do wish to point out 
the fact that words possess dis- 
tinctivs personalities. Sometimes 
words are so much alike that they 
are verbal “twins” in which case 
we call them synonyms. Again, 
they may be entirely opposite in 
meaning, whereupon we designate them as antonyms. But 
synonyms have shades of meaning which are not exactly alike. 
“Sharp” and “keen” are synonyms, whereas “sharp” and “dull” 
are antonyms, 

PEOPLE WILL often spend large sums of money trying to 
clothe their bodies attractively, but fail to’ dress up their 
thoughts in proper words and phrases suitable to the time 
and place. Many men and women have lost social prestige, 
salary increases and customers or clients, simply because their 
ideas have been ciothed in threadbare, smutty or trite verbal 
costumes. 

“Ain't it a swell picture? Ain’t she cute as Christmas? 
Gee, but that’s a swell orchestra. We could have a swell time 
if we had the dough to live at swell joints like that one.” Even 
college graduates will parade their fraternity or sorority pins 
and show off their honors, as a college lettered sport sweater, 
while their language is often a disgrace to a truly educated 
person.

IN HIS EXCELLENT volume on advertising copy, G. B. 
Hotchkiss has effectively brought out the personality dis- 
tinctions between words which are classed\as synonyms. Notice 
the following quotation: ’

is a bevy; a bevy of elephants is a herd; a herd of thieves is a 
gang; a gang of angels is a host; a host of wolves is a pack; 
a pack of geese is a flock; a flock of acrobats is a troupe; a 
troupe of bees is a swarm; a swarm of pigs is a drove; a drove 
of horsemen is a troop; a troop of fish is a school; a school of 
partridges is a covey; a covey of police is a squad; a squad of 
editors is a staff; a staff of salesmen is a crew.”

The treatment is too new to allow 
of any definite pronouncement, pro 
or coh, The idea of the treatment 
began with the observation by 
Hench, with the Mayo Clinic, that 
when patients with arthritis devel- 
oped jaundice, a prompt and dra- 
matic relief of symptoms occurred, 
This was also true of certain cases 
of neuralgia, such as sciatica. About 
two-thirds of the patients were re- 
lieved temporarily and about one- 
third was less markedly but some- 
what relieved. The relief lasted for 
varying periods, in some cases a 
month or two and in some three or 
four years. The average period of 
relief was four months, 

These observations furnished an 
obvious hint for treatment and the 
use of bile salts for arthritis was 
begun. The best method of using 
the bile salts is by vein. 

Thompson and Wyatt, of Tucson, 
Ariz., reported this year on several 
patients who were given injections 
of bile salts by vein. Relief in 
symptoms of arthritis occurred 
from this artificial jaundice as it 
did in. natural jaundice. The relief 
lasts for several weeks and a second 
course of treatment results in an- 
other period of relief.
